DESPERATE MEN. 


ai Attempt to Capture 
Train, 


The Express Messenger Shot —The 
Gang Finally Beaten Off. 


Strange Antics of an Insane San 
Diego Woman in Chicago.

CINCINNATI, June 8,.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} At10o’clock tonight Amer- 
ican-Express Messenger J. H. Zimmerman 
and Baggagemaster Joe Ketchum were 
alone together in the express and baggage- 
car on the Cincinnati, Indianapolis ahd Chi- 
cago Railroad train, which was due here at 
ll o’clock.

Both men arose and went toward the 
front door. When within 10 feet of it the 
tramps began firing throuch the window. 
Ketchum fell shot in four places, two balis 
entering the abdomen, one the breast and 
one ihe shoulder. Zanmerman tried to draw 
his pistol, but it stuck in his hip-pocket,and 
he retreated to the rear platform, where he 
met the conductor. The latter pulled the 
bell-rope and stopped the train. 

While this was going on, one of the 
tramps climbed on the tender, where he 
was met by the engineer and fireman and 
knocked stiff by two blows from a monkey- 
wrench. The engineer and fireman rolled 
him off the tender while the train was at 
full speed. Before he was thrown over- 
board, however, a second robber attempted 
to climb on the tender, but he weakened 
and dodged back atthe sight of the pros- 
trate form of his com _— 

Before the train s more than one 
robber was seen to fame of and ‘tnd 
in the darkness. All of them wore masks 
completely covering their faces. 

Police mounted and on foot, aided by a 
large force of citizens are patroling the 
river front and scouring the country to in- 
tercept the scoundrels. The Sheriff is out 
with a large posse, A train with 30 police- 
men went down from here, starting at 12 
o'clock, The Kentucky authorities have 
also been notified to have a lookout.

It. will be seen that aton of fish a day 
come up from San Pedro and find their way 
to the tables of hotels, boardings*houses, 
restaurants and private families. The 
amount of money involved and the number 
of men to whom employment is given, is no 
insignificant feature in the industrial in- 
terests of this section. That this promises 
material augmentation is evinced by the 
fact that the amount handled by express 
has doubled in the last 12 months, and that, 
whereas, the baggagemaster found time to 
attend to the handling of this business in 
conjunction with other duties, a special 
messenger now devotes his entire time to 
this one matter of transportation. 

With regard to consumption, Mr. J. N. 
Mersch, a member of a prominent fishing 
company in this city, estimates that ofie- 
half the total supply is consumed by hotels, 
boarding-houseg and restaurants, one-fourth 
by Chinamen, who, as will be remarked, 
are great fish-eaters, and one-fourth by 
private families. This estimate is for the 
present time. During the winter the pro- 

rtion is more In favor of the family. For 
nstance, whereas now —— orders will 
number but 20 or 30 ina day. n the winter 
they will amount to 150. The season makes 
a difference of 100 per cent. in consumption. 
This is an important fact and suggests the 
necessity of improved facilities for cold 
storage and 

QUICKER TRANSPORTATION. 

Could the time between the catch and the 
consumption, between the seine and the 
stewpan, so to speak, be reduced, more peo- 
le would indulge in this varied diet more 
iberally.

Why the Freight Business Is Dull— 
Some Interesting Figures. 

The railroad yards and freight depots are 
about the dullest places in the city now. 
Empty cars are few and loaded ones fewer. 
It requires only the shortest time for the 
crews of freight hands to dispose of the 
small trains that come in, and that done 
everything setties down to a quiet that 
almost approaches stagnation. A railroad 
official, questioned as to’ the dullness in the 
local freight business, said that the only 
reason to be assigned for it was that during 
the freight blockades of the winter and 
spring the merchants were suffering for the 
want of merchandise, They made big or- 
ders. The orders were delayed. When the 
blockade was broken the goods came in all 
ina bunch, some of them too late for the 
season, and in consequence everybody was 
overstocked. Now those goods are being 
sold off, and in the meantime the railroads 
are doing little freight business. “lt is 
not,” he concluded, “any great lack of re- 
tail trade; that is good enough considering 
the season, but it is all, as I have said, on 
account of the overstocking. Some of the 
railroad people are trying to give the im- 
pression that business ig still good with 
them, but it is a mistake, The roads are 
not doing anything to Speak of, much as 
they insist to the contrary.” 

hat is one railroad man’s view of the 
situation. A Southern Pacitic man takes 
a different one, and says there is no let-up 
in the freight business beyond what is 
natural and what occurs every year at this 
season. However, a walk about the yards 
will demonstrate the fact that if business is 
good, it’s all done auring the night, when 
no one is arouad to see it. 

The local nger traffic is fairly good. 
The people in the surrounding towns will 
come to Los Angeles If the railroad fare 
breaks them.

There are 150,600 miles of railway in the 
United States; about half the mileage of 
the world, and they have cost $9,000,000,000 
These give employment to more than 
1,090,000 people. The fastest time ever 
made by a train was on the Philadelphia 
and Reading road, 92 miles in 95 minutes, 
one mile being made in 46 seconds. The 
longest mileage operated by any single 
system is the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé, with about 8000 mi » Ashigh-class 
eight-wheel locomotive’ "about $8000, 
anda palace sleeping-car costs $15.000, or 
$17,000 when ‘“‘vestibuled.” ‘The first loco- 
motive was built by Peter Cooper, and the 
average earnings of an American locomo- 
tive are about $100 perday. The longest 
railway-bridge span in the Unitod States is 
the cantilever span, in the Poughkeepsie 
bridge, 548 feet. The highest bridge is the 
Kinzua viaduct, on the Erie road, 305 feet 
high. The longest American tunnel is the 
Hoosac, on the Fitchourg railway, 424 miles, 
and the highest road is the Denver and 
Rio Grande, at Marshal) Pass, 10,852 feet. 
The Canadian Pacific, running from Que- 
bec to the Pacific ocean, is the longest road 
from east to west. The Manhattan Ele- 
vated carries the greatest number of pas- 
sengers, making an ave of 525,000 
per day, and the Lilinois Central carries the 
greatest number of commuters, 4,828,128 
in 1887. The cost of an average mile of 
railway is about $380,000, anda steel rail 
with average wear will last about 18 years. 
The chances of fatai accident in railway 
travel is that one peseen in 10,000,000 is 
killed. Statistics show that more pongo 
are killed by falling out of windows. The 
fastest time made between Jersey City and 
San Francisco was by a 8 ea 
train in 1576, which made the run in 3 
days 7 hours 39 minutes and 16 sec- 
ends. The Southern Pacific owns and 
operates the largest engine in the world, 
the ‘“‘Goyernor.”

GAMBETTA. 


THE HHKHO OF THE THIKD 
FRENCH REPUBLIO. 


A Pleasant and Instructive Lecture 
Last Night by Gen. Willam Jackson 
Armstrong—The Life and OCharac- 
ter of The Great Frenchman. 


Gen. William Jackson Armstrong held 
the stage at Armory Hall last night ina 
lecture upon “Gambetta,. the Hero of the 
French Republic.” | The hall was well 
filled with the prominent people of the city, 
and Mr. Armstrong secured a flattering at- 
tention during his talk of an hour and 
three-quarters. 

The speaker began-by saying that there 
were moments in history when one man 
was worth millions; when one man held 
the destiny of a nation in his grasp... Whe 
Leon Gambetta died six years ago the sich 
of relief which Germany gave was one of 
the greatest tributes to him. But that sigh 
came froma mistaken idea of the man. 
He was not like Bismarck, the booted and 
spurred representation of Mars; nor like 

aconsfieid, a political intriguer. He was 
a ome gentleman in broadcloth. 

istory contains no account of a life 
more brilliant, more dramatic or more 
courageous than that of Gambe and 
neither the death of Gladstone nor of Bis- 
mack would shake their countries as the 
death of Leon Gambetta shook his. 

In the eighth year of the reign of Louis 
the speaker said, Gambetta was 
born in a secluded city in the south of 
France, His father was an Italian and his 
mother a French woman, a fusion which 
has ever produced genius. At the time of 
his birth, there was published in Paris that 
great French journai the Nationale, a sheet 
Strongly Republican in its tendencies. 
Gam betta’s mother taught him to read from 
the columns of that paper, and from her 
and the ga he imbibed his ideas of Re- 
publicanism. He was born a Republican. 

The speaker then sketched Gambetta’s 
history asa boy, following him to Paris, 
where he began and finished the study of 
law, thence into the little café where he 
and a few companions denounced the Roy- 
alists, and Gambetta registered his oath as 
to what he would do when the oppertunity 
came. Then the speaker went on to where, 
by an accident, mbetta came into the 

ourt of Correction of Police to defend 
some speakers who had delivered an oration 
over the grave of a patriot of the Second 
Republic, and some journalists who had 

ublished the procéedings at the grave. 

he opportunity. he had so long waited for 
had come, and he made an attack upon the 
throne which made him famous in a day, 
and gave him his start toward the high po- 
sition he afterwards reached. He dared 
upon that occasion to speak what all France 
thought. 

Gambetta’s life was further followed to 
where he made his first really t speech 
against the methods of elections then held 
in France, resulting in the abolishing of 
those. methods. Then on into the revolu- 
tion, reciting very graphically Gambetta’s 
escape from beleaguered Paris in a balloo 
his going ifto the south of France; an 
there raising, according to promise, an 
army of 600,000 men in six week, a militar 
achievement never equaled. Then, throug 
the first life of the Third Republic when 
Gambetta was winning fame asa deputy 
and then to the close of his life as edjtor o 

ambetta was, the speaker 
much an orator as a statesman. He studied 
no school of oratory nor any particular 
method, but he embraced all methods and 
all schools, Some of his _ inspirations 
equaled those of Demosthenes. He had 
the frame by all great orators, 
and his voice was magnificent. He was so 
fascinating that, when he made his great 
speech resigning his portfolio as Premier 
even those who had voted for his downfal 
were forced to applause. He was full of in- 
vective, and was always aggressive. These 
were the only charges that even bis enemies 
could make against him. 

It has been claimed, said the 
that he was not a military man, but he 
might have answered that charge in the 
words of the old Greek, who said that he 
was no swordsman, nor was he a spears- 
man, but he handled all these. 

He was not ambitious for office, but 
rather seemed to prefer power to the place 
ot power. He might have been President of 
France at one time bad he only chesen, but 
he took a lower place and was content.

“TAicensing Crime.” 
June 4.—[To the Editor 
‘Of Tux Tives.] Noting a communi- 
cation in last Tuesday’s Times, from 
J. W. Potts;in regard to the prohibi- 
tion question, in which the writer 
makes the reckless statement so often 
indulged in by the Prohibitionists, that 
the granting of licenses to sell intoxi- 
icants is “licensing crime,’”? 1 am con- 
strained to reply. | 

‘The fallacy of all prohibition argu- 
ments consists in the willful and per- 
sistent confounding of the questions of 
use and abuse. The syllogism by 
which they reach their conclusion 
is this: Man commits crime 
cause he gets drunk, he gets drunk 
because he is allowagd to drink that 
which intoxicates. Therefere, prevent 
him from getting intoxicating liquor to 
drink an he prevent the crime! To 
the superficial observer this proposition 
appears logical upon its face. Let us 
try another mor. na A man, per- 
fectly sober (possibly a Prohibitionist), 
in the heat of passion, kills with a pis- 
tol he has just purchased at the gun- 
smith’s his best friend. He committed 
the crime because he had a pistol, he 
had the pistol because he was allowed 
to buy it ata licensed store. There- 
‘fore, had the store not been licensed to 
sell deadly weapons, the crime would 
not have been committed! 

In these two propositions the Prohi- 
‘bitionists will probably discover a dis- 
tinction without finding a difference. 

The Prohibitionists contend that the 
drinking of wine or other intoxicants, 
mild or strong, is acrime per se., that 
is, wrong in itself, whether foilowed by 
apparent evil effects or not. They 
‘must claim, to be consistent, that to 
this rule (except in rare cases of sick- 
ness) there can be no exception; that 
the solitary inhabitant of a desert island 
_ who drinks the contents of a bottle of 
wine, which the wave throws at his 
feet, is as much of a sinner as he who 
drinks it at the “gilded saloon.” Or, 
if they do not claim this, they must 
admit that wine drinking is not wron 
at all times, but is wrong under certain 
circumstances. In this last propo- 
sition, nearly all good _ citizens 
agree. If we claim that the 
‘drinking of wine at any time and 
under all circumstances is wrong, we 
condemn the cageren of thousands of 

ood men of the present time, of mil- 
ions who have lived in the past and 
have doubtless to heaven, cast 
reflections upon Martin Luther, who 
was probably wiser than the most of 
us, and even reflect by indirection 
upon the frequent practice of the 
Savior of Mankind, for there is no 
foundation, in fact, for the theory that 
the wine of Cana and Gethsemene was 

different from any other. 
' In claiming to attack the crime of 
drunkenness at the source in striking 
at the manufacture and sale of liquors, 
the Prohibitionists make another mis- 
take, fatal to the success of the work 
in which the most of them are en- 
gaged. Instead of striking at the source, 
they are working away down near the 
mouth of the stream, and working as 
ineffectually as if with bare. hands 
they attempted to carry mud with 
which to dam the onward sweep of 
water in the Mississippi. The source 
pf the evil is in the human heart, in 
the evil desire,and no mere humau 
ts is high enough to reach and stop 

. Drunkenness is a great evil, a 
at crime, one which can and should 

punished as other crimes are, but 
wine drinking is not necessarily a 
crime, and no human statute can make 


so. The spirit of the Prohibitionists 


resembles that of the old Puritans, ad- 
muirable within certain limits, but im- 
practicable, a spirit which says to the 
erring one: “ Why ain’t Any as good 
aslam? Confound you, make you 
good, anyhow.” 
The Prohibition movement is by no 
means identical with the temperance 
question. It is a movement accom- 
nied or preceded by the blare of 
rumpet and the roll of drum. The 
Prohibition party is a political party, 
-and not, as the majority of its mem- 
bers no doubt believe, a great moral 
and God-fearing party engaged in an 
unselfish work for the benefit of man- 
kind. How maay of the members of 
.the party believe in their heart of 
hearts that John P. St. John is a tem- 
perence reformer for aught else than 
revenue only? Imagine Peter the 
Hermit preaching the crusade at $100 
rnight. Picture to yourselves Mar- 

n Luther promulgating the gospel of 


the reformation in the towns of Ger-| % 


many, where he was guaranteed a cer- 
tain sum per lecture, and allowing the 
rest of the world to go unreformed! 
Here isan almost literal quotation 
a circular announcing a lecture 
by St. John about six months ago, in a 
town not 10 miles from Los Angeles: 
“This is the only town in the county, 
outside of Los Angeles, that. has suffi- 
cient enterprise and money to secure 
the services of this eminent Prohibi- 
tion orator.” The quotation is given 
from memory, and may not be exact as 
to ane ggg but is correct as to the 
meaning. ‘This reformer for revenue 
has just been made chairman of the 
' National Prohibition Convention at 
Indianapolis. If a high license law 
_ has failed to decrease the number of 
drunkards, in Los Angeles, for in- 
stance, let us remember also that while 
drunkenness has been on the in- 
crease, so have the advocates of 
prohibition multiplied. If prohibi- 


tion is a true temperance move- 
ment, why are not its good effects 
visible? The answer is, not because 


this third political party is not per- 
mitted to make new laws, but because 
the members of that party are working 
a remote andwholesome reform, 
and are neglecting every day the num- 
berless opportunities to do good which 
lie close at hand. 
High license, nor any other human 
statute, will never stamp out drunken- 
ness. But high license and other 
severe legal restrictions (such as can 
be found in the new license law of 
Pennsylvania, given to that State by 
the Republican party in opposition to 
the combined efforts of the whisky 
men and the Prohibitionists) will re- 
duce the evil to a minimum, } 
that good citizens will attend to the 
enforcement of the same. alking, 
voting, and attending political 
conventions, is not, as a rule, self- 
sacrificing work, nor in themselves are 
they sufficient to reform the 
world and touch the at 
heart of humanity. Francis ur- 
phy has done more true temperance 
work and been the instrument under 
God of reforming more men than the 
s aposties. And yet Francis Murp 
is not a Prohibitionist. As for a 
option. in towns, however, that is a 
measure that can only be brought into 
being by a vote of the majority, and 
when the majority of the people want 
it they should certainly have it, as, 
whether effectual or not, its success or 
failure in a limited area is easily 
demonstrated.

J ury say: “The County Superintend- 
ent’s books show $5348.89 to the credit 
of the different school funds in excess of 
the amount shown by the Treasurer’s 
books, and that an investigation of ac- 
counts of from eight to ten or more 
years ago will be required to ascertain 
the causes of this discrepancy. 

As 1 have held the office for only one 
year and five months it might have been 
no more than ordinary courtesy, while 
Official taffy was being liberally dis- 
tributed to other officers, both city and 
county, to report whether the present 
incumbent is or is not faithfully dis- 
charging his official duties, and not by 
inference hold him responsible for sins 
of omission or commission by county 
officers in the past decade. 

Not a dollar —— in my accounts 
until either the County Auditor or the 
State Superintendent of Public In- 


g | struction notifies me of the amount to 


be apportioned to the different school 
districts, nor is there any money paid 
upon these accounts until the trustees

The Sixth-street Park Will Soon Be 
a “Regular Beauty ’— Huw the 
Pesthouse People Wanted to De- 
stroy a Beautiful Park. 


“Oh, what a lovely little place!” It was 
a lady, evidently a stranger, said that the 
other day. She was speaking of the Sixth- 
street park, andshe wasn’t far wrong. It 
is @ lovely little place, and it isn’t the only 
one.

The Sixth-street park is about the pegt Ut 
its kind, and the city fathers did a wise 
thing in setting it aside as a public resort. 
A good deal of money has been 
spent upon it in a quiet way 
and what there is of it is pretty. It is the 
favorite lounging place for the ultra-re- 
spectable, and about the only place where 
mammas can send the children for an air- 
ing. ‘The score of seats scattered about the 
place are always occupied and as many 
more, if they were there, would find occu- 
pants. This park is more convenient 
on account of its central location 
than any of the others, and the ple 
who have business down town find it nice 
to stop there in the shade, coming and 
gaing from home, and take a quiet rest. So 

uring the middle of the day it is always 
full. in the afternoons children, accom- 
panied sometimes by their parents and 
sometimes by their nurses, congregate there 
in great numbers, and for two or three 
hours preceding the coing down of the sun 
and the coming chill of the night, the park 
is about the liveliest, merriest place in the 
town. Withina radius of two blocks around 
the park are some of the largest boarding- 
houses of the city. The occupants of these 
use the park pretty much as those in the big 
residences use their front yards. The ladies 
come out there and read during the day, 
and after lunch in the evening the men 
take their constitutional under its trees and 
along its gravel walks.
